Reference is made to document CH-A-2 61913 (Dl) , 
which was not listed in the international search 
report . 



2. Document Dl, which is regarded as the closest prior 
art, discloses (see page 2, line 40 to page 3, 
line 23; page 3, line 34 to page 4, line 13 of the 
description; claim 1; and figures 1 to 3) a door 
provided with a safety arrangement (50) as per the 
preamble of claim 1. The safety arrangement 
comprises a lever (60) which is mounted so that it 
can swivel relative to a swivelling axis (43) that 
runs transversely to the guide rail, and a safety 
element (70) which is coupled to the lever and 
which, if the traction mechanism and/or 
counterweight mechanism breaks, engages between a 
guide rail contact surface and a pressing element of 
the door leaf. 



The subject matter of claim 1 differs from that 
described in Dl in that the safety element (70) is 
held on the lever (60) in such a way that it can 
tilt about a tilting axis that runs approximately 
parallel to the swivelling axis. 
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The invention aims to improve the abutment of the 
safety element (70) between the guide rail contact 
surface and the door leaf pressing element, for 
example the guide roller. 

The combination of features in claim 1 allows the 
safety element greater freedom of movement namely by 
allowing it to rotate in relation to the lever 
itself, thus guaranteeing that the safety element 
lies flat on the guide rail contact surface. 

This combination of features is neither disclosed 
nor suggested by the available prior art. 

The subject matter of claim 1 thus satisfies the 
criteria in PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 

3. The subject matter of claims 2 to 15 is novel and 
inventive, since these claims are dependent on 
claim 1 . 
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
